Shall the Tail Wag the Dog? 


-——ANTESUFFRAGE. NOTES 


Ex-President William H. Taft has 
recently written an exhaustive article 
on Votes for Women. While he says 
some things in favor of suffrage for 
women in the future, he sums up his 
, arguments thus: 


On the whole, however, if in any of the 
states now acting on the question I were 
called upon. to vote I would vote against 
ving the suffrage, because I think to 

orce it on an unwilling or indifferent 
majority of women lacking in needed 
training and general experience is to 
add to the electorate an element which 
will not improve its governing capacity. 
The women have been without a vote 
for now one hundred and twenty-five 
years and they have not really suffered 
by it. The Government has continued 
to be a good one. 

Their disabilities have been removed, 
their rights of life, liberty and property 
have been made equal to those of men. 
The longer the extension of the franchise 
to women waits, the better they will be 
prepared for it and the more good and 
less harm it will do. Let us, therefore, 
not force the ballot into their hands on 
theory, but let it come as a growth in 
their own conception of the part they 
ought to play in the political life of the 
country. 
~’ The country is not going to suffer by 
being deprived of the votes of women. 
There is no great evil which their being 
kept out of the franchise continues. 
There are a dozen states now trying 
the change, The older states can watch 
its results jwith interest and care and 
can follow from time to time as their 
judgment shall dictate, and in this 
quiet, reasonable, common-sense way 
the change will be effected without 
friction and without injury. The exer- 
cise of the ballot itself is a preparation 
for its future. wiser exercise, but that 
does not minimize the wisdom of delay 
in the older and more populous states. 
‘Fhe dangers of the ballot in the hands 
of women to the state are greater with 
the congested population and the great 
mass of ignorant women in the Eastern 
States than in the Far Western States. 
We may, there“ore, well hope that the 
coming of the franchise for women 
will be postponed as long as feasible and 
will be a gradual one. 

The franchise has never been re- 
garded as an inalienable right of an 


American citizen. Women and chil- 
dren born in the United States, or 
naturalized and resident there, are citi- 
zens of thé United States and are en- 
titled to all the protection and guar- 
anties of individual rights enjoyed by 
adult males 

I questio: whether in polities and in 
resistance to corruption we should find 
any sturdier honesty among women 
than among men. As a body it is said 
they would insist on a higher moral 
tone in legislation. I don’t think the 
present moral tone of our legislation 
ean be criticized, if that is determined 
by its purposes as professed in its pre- 
amble or by its promoters. Legisla- 
, tures of men are not prone to legislative 
protection of vice or evil, nor are they 
reluctant to enact laws denouncing it 
and to claim credit for it. It was a 
congress of men that passed the White 
‘Slave Act, the Pure Food Act, and the 
‘act to prevent the spread of the cocaine 
and other drug habits. The most com- 
mon defect in legislation is not in the 
ideal good aimed at, but in the lack 
of practical provision for its attainment. 
Women will not be any better able to 
cure this defect than men. 

There has been much indignation ex- 
pressed at the greater penalty visited by 
society upon a woman who sins morally 
than that upon a man. Advocates of 
woman suffrage have argued that when 
women vote this can be changed. Such 
a claim is a fair illustration of the funda- 
mental error of much of the case the 
suffragists present. The error.is in the 
assumption that legislation can cure 
all inequalities which they conceive to 
be wrongs. The inequality in this case 
is not found in the law. Men and 
women under the law are subject to 
equal penalties for sexual crimes. The 
inequality and injustice, if it be one, is 
in the attitude of society toward the 
subject, and statute law is helpless to 
control the view of society, or what 
Professor Sumner, for want of a better 
word, has called the “mores”’.

A Round-About Paper 


A man called Dumba is just now about 
as well advertised as was an elephant 
named Jumbo, and if the German am- 
bassador and this Austrian Dumba are 
both told to go home, it will do no 
harm and does not oblige President 
Wilson to declare war, and in my opinion 
would be the best answer to the curt 
and ungentlemanly note we got from 
Berlin. 

I saw a friend the other day who was 
born in England, who a year ago said 


that Germany had taken a bigger bite | 


than she could swallow and that Russia, 
France, Belgium and England would in 
less than a year bring the Kaiser to his 
knees. Today my friend says that 
Germany will win this war and dictate 
her terms of peace to the whole of 
Europe. My reply was’ “Wait and 
see.” If Germany is to make Belgium 
one of her provinces just because it is 
a desirable country to steal, then I can 
forcibly take possession of my neigh- 
bor’s garden, take his house for my ser- 
vants to live in, and turn him out into 
the street. I do not believe that even 
in Mexico they would permit me to do 
this, and will what is called the civilized 
world allow Germany to keep Belgium? 
I do not believe that what we call the 
world, America included, will permit 
the Kaiser with all his military well- 
oiled machinery to do this. It is almost 
ludicrous to think that while this 
plunder is going on the Kaiser says to 
his cultured people ‘‘God is with us!” 


The number of candidates for the 
governorship of this State may: permit 
Governor Walsh to. replace himself. 
If all the other horses would withdraw 
from the contest, McCall would win, 
old as he is, as this is a stand-pat Re- 
publican State; but dividing the Re- 
publican’ party into three factions gives 
the Democrats the victory as their party 
is as yet not divided. ;

This brick block tenement, 
ugly house has been more useful for 
Andover than the finest mansion in 
town. You cannot put a poor immi- 
grant family into a forty-dollar-a-month 
house, and cheap three or four-room 
houses are required. The question is, 
Where are you to put these houses, out of 
the sight of sentimental gentry riding 
in automobiles? 

The tenants of these houses are 
workers and produce something, while 
the occupier of the stone-front house 
may be a drone who produces nothing. 
I am not saying that fine houses and 
nice gardens are not needed; far from 
it. The oceupier of that’ fine house 
very likely was born in a hut or shanty, 
even in a worse room than any in the 
Brick Block. ; 

This genteel sentimantality is draw- 
ing the very life-blood out of our 
churches, and the idea that only those 
who wear peach-colored kid gloves and 


| a Paris-made dress can get into heaven 
‘must be changed. 


One reason why the 
Episcopal church is thriving in this 
country is that along with its chaste 
and beautiful ritual it appeals to hu- 
manity and prays daily “for us miser- 
able sinners”, while our Congrega- 
tional churches with their crude forms 
of worship are apt to have for their 
prayer, ‘God, I thank thee that I am 
not a sinner! I live in a forty-dollar 
house!”’

Equal Suffrage Open-Air Meeting 


The Bird Mage milbas ss. under the 
auspices of the Equ rage League 
of Andover will be held tomorrow 
evening, September 18, in Andover 
square. 

The speaker will be Mrs. Glendower 
Evans of Bostop, one of the most prom- 
inent of the Massachusetts women who 
are espousing the cause of equal suf- 
frage before the public today. She has 
long been identified with the movement 
in America. She led the delegation of 
300 working women who presented to 
the President in March, 1912, the im- 
portance of the ballot for the wage-earn- 
ing woman. This is but one of her efforts 
to bring the subject before the people 
of the country. Her study and efforts 
in connection with other movements 
for the betterment of social and eco- 


| nothic conditions have brought her into 


close touch with such people as Jane 
-Addams, Katherine Bement Davis, 
Senator and Mrs. Robert M. LaFol- 
lette, and Lillian Wald and many others. 

She is a trustee of the Massachusetts 
Training School for Wayward Boys and 
Girls, and a member of the Minimum 
Wage Co.ninitteée o. Massachusetts. 

Mrs. Evans is organizing Peace 
committees throughout the State. She 
attended the International Peace Con- 
ference held at The Hague recently, to 
which she was a delegate. Mrs. Evans 
is an eloquent and convincing speaker, 
and never fails to make many converts 
to the cause. 

Before speaking in Andover square 
at eight o’clock, Mrs. Evans will give 
‘an address in Ballardval: at seven 
o'clock. 

Perley F. Gilbert will introduce the 
speaker. 


“Although the entrance of women 
into civic life has’ been complicated 
by discussions about suffrage, it has had 
a most stimulating effect upon the social 
conscience. It has reinforced the social 
conscience at points where it needed 
strengthening. Moral reform is quite 
; sure to suffer from the lack of singleness 
of purpose and from the lack of per- 
sistence. The average citizen is willing 
to. support a reform movement. if. it 
does not conflict. too much. with-other 
interests, and if it does not take too 
much of his time. These limitations 
characterize the action of most men in 
business. The - professional anti-re- 
formers understand perfectly these ele- 
ments of human weakness in reform, 
and simply give tk-m time to produce 
their effect. There has been a notice- 
able change in the spirit of civic reforms 
since women became more directly con- 
cerned in them. They are kept to their 
purpose and held to their accomplish- 
ment. The charge is made that where 
womien have the right to vote they sel- 
dom register in full numbers for general 
elections. Doubtless the charge is true. 
The compensating fact appears in the 
definiteness of their interests and in 
their tenacity of purpose when their 
interests are aroused. 

“Anyone who follows the course of 
legislation must take note of the vast 
increase of legislative action on subjects 
which invite especially the judgment, 
the intelligence, and the experimental 
knowledge of women. The widening of 
the field of investigation for legislative 
purposes is largely in those directions in 
which women of trained minds can best 
act as experts. And many of the ad- 
ministrative .positions created within 
this widening field under legislative 
supervision can best be filled by women.”

The writer has a sense of keen per- 
sonal loss in the death of Professor 
John Phelps Taylor. His friendship 
covered a period of nearly thirty years, 
in which he had shown an interest in 
the Townsman, its editor, and the pub- 
lic service rendered, of more than pass- 
ing value.’ His advice in this thirty 
years had frequently been sought and 
always generously bestowed. His con- 
tributions to the Townsman ‘were many 
and covered a varied field. His personal 
sympathy was never failing. His 
friendliness led him to radiate his own 
peculiar charm upon individual activi- 
ties, or the combined interest of any 
group in which he was a part. 

Recalling one of his most striking 
sermons in which he emphasized “‘sweet- 
ness and light”, for one who knew him 
those two words seem perhaps to best 
represent the qualities which his ¢com- 
panionship always unfolded. His ‘big, 
generous nature gave freely of what- 
ever was in his power to give, whether 
it were the substantial gifts of financial 
aid or the even more valued gifts of the 
friend always friendly. In a quiet way 
he had a big part in Andover’s best 
things, and through his close association 
with Andover institutions it is doubtful 
if any single man exercised a wider in- 
fluence for good among the young people 
who come here to town for education 
than did he. 

In his active life he was one of the 
most brilliant preachers that the Ando- 
ver Seminary has produced, and in later 
years there were flashes of that brilliance 
in his addresses, which made him ‘still 
the peer of the eloquent men of the day. 

It was good to have him as a beloved 
citizen of Andover. The writer feels 
it was good to have had him as a personal 
friend and a counsellor whose judgment 
was always tempered by that friendli- 
ness which made him a valued helper.

Ever since the beginning of a: shift 
in the method of naming candidates; we 
Have*liad -a*vyearly change ‘in’ that 
method; ‘but ‘this year ‘stems to ima ka 
change full of possibilities fora voter’s 
disfranchisement more than any; of 
other years. A single ballot is provided 
for all parties; on this ballot arranged 
under three separate headings are the 
candidates of the three separate parties, 
Republican, Democratic, and Pr 
sive. Names are placed on each party 
ticket in alphabetical order as provided 
by law, and in this respect there is no 
change in the character of the ballot, 
BUT — in the very fact that the three 
tickets are placed before the voter, on 
one ballot, lies the danger which may 
result in the loss of his entire vote, for 
under no circumstances, according to 
the ruling of election officers, can a 
ballot be counted where a mixed ticket 
is marked; in other words, if a man de- 
sires to vote for a Republican candidate 
for any one office, he-must-vote for_can- 
didates of no other party for any other 
office, hence a man who desires to vote 
for Governor Walsh for renomination 
cannot vote for Mr. Ham as against 
Mr. Coolidge, or for one Republican 
representative candidate against an- 
other. 

The point of the ruling is based upon 
what is believed to be the purpose 
of the law, namely, that the voters of 
one party cannot have any part in nam- 
ing candidates for another party. 

The application of the working out 
of this law in Andover is no different 
from that which is anticipated in other 
parts of the State. Rumors are rife on

- OBITUARY 
JOHN PHELPS TAYLOR 


In the death of { Professér John Phelps 
Taylor. last Monday, Andover lost a 
well-béloved citizen. Professor Taylor 
was born here in 1841, the son of Rev. 
John Lord Taylor, D.D., at that time 
minister of the South church and after- 
ward long identified with the Theologi- 
cal Seminary as treasurer and professor. 
His mother was Caroline Lord Phelps, 
a descendant of prominent colonia) 
settlers in Connecticut and Massachu- 
setts. 

John Phelps Taylor made a brilliant 
record as a student, graduating from 
Phillips Academy with highest honors 
in 1858. One of his schoolmates testi- 
fies warmly to his fine influence over his 
fellows. He completed his course at 
Yale College in 1862, being the vale- 
dictorian of his class. One of his class- 
mates and closest friends both at Ando- 
ver and Yale was the late Melville C. 
Day, the benefactor of Phillips Acad- 
emy. At Yale Mr. Taylor was a mem- 
ber of Psi Upsilon, Skull and Bones, and 
Phi Beta Kappa, and in later years was 
one of the first members of the Boston 
Yale Club. He had a lifelong enthu- 
siasm for Yale and for his college class. 

The next two years after college he 
devoted to teaching and travel and to 
the study of modern languages at Paris, 
Bonn, and Venice. In 1865 Mr. Taylor 
entered Andover Theological Seminary, 
from which he graduated in 1868. Dur- 
ing one year of his Seminary course he 
taught Latin and Greek in Phillips 
Academy,.and for the larger part of 
another academic year he was granted 
leave of absence for travel with his 


father in Europe and the Holy Land. 
His marked ability as a student had 
enabled him in three months to antici- 
pate the class-work of the entire year. 
On October 14, 1868, he. married 
Antoinette Hall of a well-known New 
Haven family, whom he had met in his 
college days. In that year, too, he was 
ordained to the Congregational minis- 
try and became pastor of the South 
church in Middletown, Conn., where he 
remained till 1874. After two years at 
the United church, Newport, R. I., and 
a brief period of study at Andover, he 
accepted, in 1878, a call to the Second 
Congregational church of New London, 
Conn., where he had a happy pastorate 
of nearly six years. In 1883 he was 
called to the Taylor Professorship—in 
Andover Seminary, a chair that had 
been endowed by Frederic H. Taylor of 
Andover, and Dr. John Lord Taylor. 
For sixteen years Professor Taylor was 
a teacher of Biblical History and Litera- 
ture, and lecturer in Oriental Archae- 
ology in the Seminary. During the 
early part of this period he carried on 
special studies with Prof. Lyon of 
Harvard, Prof. Haupt of Johns Hop- 
kins, and Prof. Gottheil of Columbia, 
In 1885 he was lecturer on Egyptology 
at the Peabody Institute of Baltimore; 
from 1888 to 1892 he was a director of 
the American Oriental Society; and 
from 1884 to 1893 he was contributing 
editor on archaeology to the Andover 
Review. With the other theological 
professors he served as preacher at. the 
Seminary Chapel. He received the 
degree of Doctor of Divinity from 
Middlebury College, Vermont, in 1897. 
Like his father, Professor John Phelps 
Taylor was deeply ‘interested in local 
history and town affairs. At the time 
of the 250th anniversary_of Andover he 
was a member of the General Committee 
of Fifteen which had charge of the cele- 
bration, and he was always a generous 
contributor to Andover’s varied phil- 
anthropies. 
Since his retirement from active 
teaching in 1899, he has devoted him- 
self to study and travel and to the 
interests of Phillips and Abbot Acad- 
emies. From 1892 till his death he was 
a devoted and generous trustee of 
Abbot. He frequently visited the 
school and enjoyed the friendship both 
of teachers and pupils. The prosperity 
of Abbot was one of his deepest joys. 
The election of Professor Taylor as 
president of the Phillips Academy 
Alumni Association for the year 1912-13 
was a fitting recognition of his lifelong 
loyalty and his invaluable services to 
Phillips, for it was largely through his 
intimate friendship with Mr. Melville 
C. Day that Mr. Day’s princely gen- 
erosity toward Phillips Academy was 
fostered. The last and most beautiful 
of the dormitories given by Mr. Day 
fittingly bears the name of John Phelps 
Taylor Hall. 
Professor Taylor was gifted with a 
remarkab e memory and he was an ac- 
complished linguist. To the end of his 
life he kept up his readings in the 
classics and in the oriental and modern 
languages. In youth and age, he was 
an enthusiastic traveller and an ardent 
student of art, history, and literature. 
As a preacher he was welcomed from 
time to time in the local churches 
and in other cities and towns of New 
England. As a speaker and as a writer 
he had unusual gifts of expression. He 
delighted in literary composition and 
his style was characterized by a rich 
vocabulary and by a wealth of allusion 
and quotation. 
Although for several years past he 
has not been in vigorous health, it was 
only last week that he was compelled 
by illness to. withdraw from his accus- 
tomed activities. He was confined to 
‘his bed for four days and passed away 
quietly at half-past nine Monday morn- 
ing. A multitude of friends in many 
places have been thinking during these 
past few days and have spoken one to 
another of his refinement and devout- 
ness of nature and his beauty of spirit, 
of his pavers and cheerful unselfish-

Funeral Services 


The funeral service was held Thurs- 
day afternoon at his late residence, 22 
School street. A double quartet from 
Abbot and Phillips Academies under 
the direction of Mr. Pfatteicher, sang

lem the Golden,” and “Jesus, Lover of |. 


My Soul.” After scripture reading by 
Rev. M. W. Stackpole, minister of 
Phillips Academy, fessor W. H. 
Ryder, a former colleague, gave a brief 
address. He was followed by President 
Albert Parker Fitch of Andover Sem- 
inary, who made fitting remarks and 
offered prayer. The burial takes place 
this afternoon at Mrs. Taylor’s family 
lot at Evergreen cemetery, New Haven. 
A memorial service will be held later in 
the autumn. 

Prof. Ryder’s remarks were as follows: 

“We are met in this place, good 
neighbors,: and friends, this afternoon, 
with sad but with peaceful and trustful 
hearts. A good man has lived his life 
among us here, has borne his daily 
testimony to the grace and power of the 
Gospel which he professed, and has 
entered peacefully into the rest which | 
remains for the people of God. While 
we grieve at the thought that we shall 
not see him again in these familiar 
places, we trust him and ourselves into 
the care of our Heavenly Father, and 
our Savior whom he served, and we en- 
courage in our hearts that hope which , 
is to the soul as an anchor, sure and 
steadfast, entering into that which is 
within the veil. 

Professor Taylor was born in this 
community and spent the greater part 
of his more than three score and ten 
years as a resident here. He inherited 
a profound and vital interest in the 
material, the intellectual and social, 
the. moral and religious interests of the 
community, and from his early manhood 
he maintained and expressed this in- 
terest in all the relations of his life in 
the town in which he lived, 

He was a faithful member of the 
church of Christ, ministering of his time 
and labor, and of his material possessions 
to the church of which his father was 
the revered and beloved pastor for many 
a year, and transferring his special in- 
terest to the church of which he wasa 
member, and of which for a considerable 
time he was pastor, doing all that lay 
within his power to advance the interest 
of these congregations. At the same 
time he had a catholic interest in all the 
religious affairs of the community. 
There was no pastor here, no teacher in 
our schools, no man or woman engaged 
in any good and helpful work, who did 
not know that they had his sympathy, 
and. could have his aid whenever they 
needed it. 94 iresnanene, 

“I have never known a man who was 
more willing to take up a task, to aid 
any one who was at any time in straits 
through sickness, or through any ap- 
pointment of Providence. He was al- 
ways ready to say what was in his heart, 
and to express it in such a way as to 
interest and instruct those to whom he 
ministered.

village he was always deeply interested. 
He did not have an aggressive spirit or 
a disposition to dominate in affairs. 
He never claimed by even a thought in 
his own heart any special right because 
of his long residence here, and the 
interest which he had inherited and 
which he maintained in the community, 
but he was always ready to render any 
service which his fellow citizens desired 
him to render. 

“Many of us remember, and will 
always remember, as long as we live, 
his eloquent and bright address at the 
250th anniversary of the incorporation 
of this town. 

“In the more immediately social and 
personal relations he was always a 
pleasant man to meet. It did us good 
to take his hand upon the street, to 
welcome him: to our houses, to see his 
kindly smile and hear his cheerful and 
helpful words. He visited the afflicted 
and suffering in their times of need, and 
always rejoiced with those who re- 
joiced. He was particularly careful to 
inquire about absent members of our 
families, especially if they were afflicted 
with sickness or with any misfortune. 

“It was, however, especially in the 
close relations of his home that his 
gracious and tender Christian life mani- 
fested itself supremely. A faithful, 
kind, considerate husband, cheering and 
comforting the wife to whom he pledged 
his youth and with whom he walked in 
mutual affection through these many 
years; a genial host, making those who 
shared in his hospitality the happier 
and better by his kindly conduct; an 
employer who had the rare grace of 
combining the dignity of a courteous 
gentleman with the grace and kindness 

of a personal friend. - 

“We shall miss him sadly in our 
homes, and in our village, but we shall 
feel as long as we live the influence of 
his gracious and uplifting life. He was 
a good man, full of the Holy Ghost and 
of faith. He walked with God, and he 
is not, for God has taken him.’’ 

President Fitch spoke as follows: 

“Although death is the universal ex- 
perience of man, yet death in infinitely 
various. There were the two thieves 
and the Christ that hung upon their 
crosses, and all three seemed to die 
alike, and yet between the death of 
Jesus and the death of the other two 
men was an infinite difference—all the 
difference that lay between the lives 
that had preceded. And, indeed, the 
deaths seemed to be even more different 
than the lives that preceded them, be- 
cause the extraordinary and appalling 
thing about death is » thine focuses 
a human life, it consumates it, it com- 
pletes it, it reveals and interprets. and 
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finishes it. That is why, pS SH 
men’s judgment of the dead are so ex- 
traordinarily fair, and why men who 
have been misunderstood in their lives, 
or misapprehended in their lives, when 


| they come to die are seen just as they 


are. There is an extraordinary feirness 
in the universe that at the end make: 
things right. 

“Tt is with a free and a happy heart, 
therefore, that I say my word of appre- 
ciation of Dr. Taylor out of those few 
years in which I was privileged to know 
him. I can see very clearly some of the 
reasons why I, together with all those 
who knew him, both loved and trusted 
his life. 

** One reason, it seems to me, is this,— 
He had such beautiful and such signifi- 
cant manners. We are a hurried and an 
informal age. We do not pay very much 
attention to the amenities of life. We 
have forgotten what the ancient people 
meant when they said that manners 
and morals are closely related to each 
other; we do not remember how man- 
ners reflect the character that is be- 
hind. But Dr. Taylor was a man of 
kindly and beautiful manners. One 
always felt that he was putting himself 
in the place of those to whom he spoke. 
There was that unconscious, because 
habitual, custom of always thinking of 
the other person rather than himself. 
With all these boys and girls it was no 
small service, I ‘think, which Dr. Taylor 
, rendered to this community that he 

moved among them a gracious, beauti- 
ful, thoughtful figure. 

“ Another reason to my mind why he 
was both loved and trusted was be- 
cause of his interest in youth. There are 
very wide spaces set between the day 
when he was a lad in this town and this 
| day; it is a new kind of boy and a new 

kind of girl that are coming into our 
‘modern world, And yet this man, far 
advanced in years, having passed way 
beyond the life that these girls and boys 
were leading, liked them, was seriously 
and profoundly interested in them, be- 
lieved in them. I cannot believe that 
Dr. Taylor understood the life of these 
boys and girls. It was more rare and 
beautiful than that. Without quite 
understanding it he accepted it, and had 
faith in it. There was that splendid 
moral life in him which gave the capac- 
ity for faith in an interpretation of the 
rising life of this generation, so different 
from the nsing life of that generation 
to which he was accustomed. And so I 
recall this kindly, gracious figure, filled 
with old-world gentleness, and with the 
quaint and formal and beautiful cour- 
tesy of an unhurried and more self- 
respecting time; and coupled with that 
the eager interest in the boys and girls 
growing up about him. 

“His whole life, like that which 
Wordsworth describes in ‘Tintern Ab- 
bey’, was filled with little unremem- 
bered acts of kindness and of love that 
— the best portion of a‘good man’s 

c. 

“Mrs. Taylor has asked me to read 
the poem by Lord Tennyson which was 

. favorite with Dr. Taylor:, 


And may there be no moaning of the bar when I 
put out to sea; 

But such a tide as rising seems asleep, too full for 
sound and foam, 

When that which drew from out the boundless deep 
turns again home. 


Twilight and evening bell, and after that the dark, 

And may there be no sadness of tarewell when I 
embark. 

For though from out our borne of time and place 
the flood may bear me far, 

I hope to see my pilot face to face when I have 
crossed thé bar.

and the Sultan of Djokja, Java’s two 
remaining native rulers, Surrounded by 
hordes of strangely-uniformed retainers, 
consisting of soldiers, musicians, singers, 
dancers, and bearers of fan and um- 
brella, pipe and betel-box, the courts of 
these rulers present an extraordinary 
spectacle that recalls a comic opera on 
a colossal scale. 

The monarchs referred to oniy rule 
in name, for the whole of the island of 
Java is in possession of the Dutch and is 
entirely governed by them. Indeed, 
these native kings are virtually political 
prisoners in their own extensive palace 
grounds, for they are not even allowed 
to receive visitors or to undertake a 


Dutch Resident. Nevertheless, they 
wield considerable infiuence and main- 
tain their courts with all the barbaric 
splendor of mediaeval days, jealously 
observing customs that date back five 
hundred years and more. 

Surakarta and Dokjakarta, more 
commonly called Solo and Djokja, where 
these courts are situated‘ are the capitals 

f the two Middle States of Java. The 
ers of these provinces were the last 
to yield to the oversea usurpers, ‘and, as 
tributary princes enjoying a “ protected 
and controlled independence”’’, accept 
an “advisory elder brother”, in the 
person of a Dutch Resident, who sits 
at their sovereign elbows and by “sug- 
gestions” rules their territories for the 
greater good of the natives and the 
Dutch exchequer. All the region around 
Djokja and Solo is classic ground, and 
the oldest Javanese myths and legends, 
the earliest traditions of native life, 
have their “locale” hereabouts. As 
a result, Djokja and Solo have been the 
least affected by contact with Western 
methods, and here Javanese life has 
remained virtually unchanged. 

It is said of the Sultan of Djokja 
that he has nine hundred and ninety- 
nine wives, one hundred and fifty state 
carriages, a stud of huge Burmese 
elephants, and a hundred fighting cocks. 
This, of course, is an exaggeration, 
though it is true that he has many 
wives, a host of carriages, some ele- 
phants, and a number of fighting cocks: 
By ancient Javanese law, whica the 
Sultan rigorously follows, he has onc 
chief lady consort, known as the Ratu, 
or Sultana, and eight legal wives of the 
first rank. In addition to these there 
are twenty-four wives of the second 
rank, and another twenty young girls 
who may be described as aspiring wives. 
The total number of his female ser- 
vants is one hundred and twenty-five. 
When they are on duty, as on all festive 
occasions, they wear the “knife of ser- 
vice”—the kris, or native dagger—in 
the side of their belts. Their dress on 
such occasions, too, is indicative of 
their -position, the wives of the first 
rank being gowned in the most gor- 
geous of silks and satins and covered 
in jewels and diamonds.—The Wide 
World Magazine.

The Wind and the Gypsy Moth 


That the wind is chiefly responsible 
for the general spread of the gypsy 
moth in New England is the conclu- 
sion reached as the result of an in- 
vestigation carried on by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture at Washington 
in 1913 and 1914, the report of which 
has just been published as Bulletin 
No. 273. It has been found that in the 
last forty years the pest has gained an 
average of five miles a year toward 
the Northeast in consequence of the 
southwest winds which prevail in New 
England during the season most favor- 
able for the dissemination of the moth 
larvae. To the northward the gain 
has been at the rate of two and one-half 
miles per year, while in other directions 
the spread has been slower. 

To prevent this spread continuing, 
the badly infested areas near the border, 
says the report, must be brought under 
control. This can be accomplished 
either by natural enemies or by hand 
methods, or by both. In the infested 
territory, its natural enemies are now 
performing important services. The 
quarantine on lumber products, Christ- 
mas trees, nursery stock, and stone 
from the infested territory is also, it is 
believed, an efficient precaution against 
the spread of the pest into other sec- 
tions of the United States. The neces- 
sity for hand-work on ‘the borders of 
the infested areas is, however, empha- 
sized by the evidence of the great part 
that the wind plays in disseminating 
the larvae. The maximum distance

**How I Broke into Print’”’ 


Richard Harding Davis, whose de- 
scriptive work in connection with the 
European War is considered equal to 
anything that has been written since 
hostilities commenced, is one of those 
fortunate men whose short stories can 
always command a thousand dollars 
and over. How he “broke into print” 
is an interesting little history. “It 
was while at Lehigh University,” he 
says, “that I earned my first sum for 
writing. It was a description of 2 
‘cane rush’ at the university, and I 
sent it to a local paper. It was pub- 
lished and a few days later I received 2 
check for the large sum of one dollar 
and fifteen cents. I have received larger 
checks since then, but the biggest 0} 
them never gave me the thrill that thaf 
one did. Just as soon as I cashed that 
check I sallied out to buy ‘something’ 
with it—I had no idea what—and in 
my search I found two very nice- 
looking candle-sticks which, I think, 
were about the price of the story I had 
sold.
